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Response to Arguments 

The amendment of 1/20/04 will not be entered because the newly added 
limitation in claim 1, "on a lateral face", requires new consideration. Also, the 
amendments to claims for resolving minor claim language informalities are also too 
numerous, with limitations added in them such as in claims 3(first or second), 6 (further 
comprising openable and closable cover), 7,11 (comprises), etc. 

Applicants arguments filed 1/20/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Arguments re elements j,k,l and n: a structural element corresponding to each of 
these elements is pointed out in the rejection. These were already discussed in the final 
rejection. While features of an apparatus may be recited either structurally or 
functionally, claims< directed to >an< apparatus must be distinguished from the prior art 
in terms of structure rather than function. >ln re Schreiber, 128 F.3d 1473, 1477-78, 44 
USPQ2d 1429, 1431-32 (Fed. Cir. 1997) (The absence of a disclosure in a prior art 
reference relating to function did not defeat the Board's finding of anticipation of claimed 
apparatus because the limitations at issue were found to be inherent in the prior art 
reference); see also In re Swinehart, 439 F.2d 210, 212-13, 169 USPQ 226, 228-29 
(CCPA 1971);< In re Danly, 263 F.2d 844, 847, 120 USPQ 528, 531 (CCPA 1959). 
"[Apparatus claims cover what a device is, not what a device does." Hewlett-Packard 
Co. v. Bausch & Lomb Inc., 909 F.2d 1464, 1469, 15 USPQ2d 1525, 1528 (Fed. Cir. 
1990) 
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Argument re port 91 (or 92) in JP 628: again structural vs functional: Hewlett- 
Packard Co. v. Bausch & Lomb Inc. 

Applicant's arguments are generally based on the references not having exact 
functional description for the elements as in the applicant's invention. For apparatus 
claims, it is the structure that matters, not the function of how the apparatus, or the 
element of the apparatus, is used. A claim containing a "recitation with respect to the 
manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate 
the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus" if the prior art apparatus teaches all 
the structural limitations of the claim. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (Bd. Pat. App. 
& Inter. 1987)
